Ontario's fall colours. Many routes are circle tours that you can start at any 
point along the way. There are also many connecting roads between routes to 
extend your tour. 


The fall colour season in Ontario extends from about September 10 to 
October 20. However, colours peak at different times in different places, and 
from year to year. During the season, Ontario Tourism provides a fall colour 
report, available by calling (416) 314-0998. 


If you plan to stop for the night, ask for our /rip Planners, which contain 
accommodation and camping listings. Most attractions in Ontario are open in 
the fall; they're also listed in our four regional /rip Planners. 


You might like to check out a fall fair, or combine your colour trip with a tour 
of local artists’ studios - these and a host of other events and activities are 
listed in Ontario Tourism’s Events guides. 


Driving isn’t the only way to see Ontario's colours. Some cruises operate 
into the fall. Canoes and houseboats are both more readily available and the 
routes less crowded. Flying services offer a panoramic view of the fall foliage. 
The spectacular Agawa Canyon - Wilderness by Rail train tour attracts 
passengers from across the world. Long and short motor coach tours are 
available from several towns and cities. Ask your travel agent for information 
on tours originating in your area.

The Grand River bisects the country north of Kitchener-Waterloo, 
and the Elora Gorge, at its junction with the Irvine River, is a popular scenic spot any time 
of the year. The north shore of Lake Erie affords good bird-watching at migration times. 


A GRAND EXCURSION 
110 Km (Up to 3.5 hrs with touring and stops) 


Leaving Kitchener via Hwy. 8 East, continue to 
the picturesque city of Cambridge. This community 
is the result of an amalgamation in 1973 of three 
small centres - Galt, Preston and Hespler. All three 
settlements were founded as mill towns situated in 
the valleys of the Grand and Speed Rivers - now 
one of 16 nationally designated heritage rivers. 


The Cambridge area has an unusually rich 
architectural heritage of fine old homes, mills, 
factories and public buildings. 


Suggested side trips in the Cambridge area: 
shop at over 30 factory outlets; visit the African 
Lion Safari; apple orchards in the St. George area; 
visit an Emu Farm, located west of Cambridge on 
Hwy. 97; Cambridge Farmers’ Market open 
Saturdays from 7:00 am. 


Continue following Hwy. 8 down Shantz Hill to 
Fountain St. and then turn right and travel to Blair 
Rd and turn left. On entering the village of Blair, 
notice the quaint shops and the ‘Blair Trail.’ 
Cambridge's Heritage River Trail system is located 
throughout the vicinity where one can take a stroll 
to view the surrounding natural area. 


Continue along Blair Rd. to the former city of 
Galt and Blenheim Rd. Turn left on Blenheim Rd. 


CAMBRIDGE/ PARIS/ BRANTFORD 


and proceed down the hill - travel across the bridge 
and admire the excellent view of the famous stone 
architecture. 


Turn right at Water St. (Hwy. 24) and proceed 
through the downtown area. On your right just 
beyond the GTO gas station is the parking area for 
the Cambridge to Paris Trail - an 18-km hiking and 
biking trail that utilizes an abandoned railway bed. 


Continue following Hwy. 24 South to the East 
River Road to Glen Morris. Along this stretch of 
the Grand River, you will see fine examples of 
Carolinian Forest with vegetation and habitat 
found in the U.S. Carolinas. Species such as 
Sycamore trees and Black Walnut grow only in this 
area of Ontario. You may also be fortunate to spot 
a Great Blue Heron, Flicker, Turkey Vulture or a Red- 
tailed Hawk. 


Continue along the East River through Glen 
Morris and near Blue Lake Rd. where you might 
visit the Adventures on the Grand and rent a canoe 
to paddle along the river, enjoy a stroll on the Rail 
Trail, delight in the Tea Room treats or take a 
guided river raft ride. 


Continue on to Paris. (Alternatively, you may 
travel South on Hwy. 24 to Hwy. 5 and turn left , 
follow until the Village of St. George.) 
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As you enter the Town of Paris in Brant County, 
from Glen Morris along the East River Rd., note the 
beautiful scenery as you follow alongside the 
tranquil Grand River. In Paris turn right on to 
William St., cross the bridge and turn left on to 
Grand River St. N. to view the pretty downtown. 


Follow Grand River St. N. through the Paris 
downtown to Burwell St. At this intersection you 
will notice a fine example of cobblestone 
architecture in St. James Anglican Church, one of a 
number of unique cobblestone buildings found in 
the Paris area. Take Burwell St. to Dundas St. and 
turn right to exit Paris along Hwy. 2. 


A left at Rest Acres Rd. will follow alongside 
apple orchards and rolling hills and proceed to the 
Apps Mill Conservation Area. Enjoy a restful stop 
at this heritage grain mill site that invites you to 
discover a variety of nature trails beside one of the 
tributaries of the Grand River. The sun shining on 
Stands of maple, birch, oak and pine trees gives 
travellers a dazzling display of fall colours. 


Continue along Rest Acres Rd. to Hwy. 53 and 
turn left to enter the City of Brantford. This city 
was recognized in 1955 as the ‘Best Bloomin’ city 
in Canada’ with its beautiful maintained parks and 
gardens, neighbourhoods and business sites. 


Hwy. 53 (Colborne St.) will take you to Mount 
Pleasant St. where a right turn will direct you to 
Tutela Heights Rd. A left turn on to this street will 
take you to the Alexander Graham Bell Homestead, 
a national historic site.

THE OPEONGO LINE 150 Km 


The Opeongo Line, as it is now known, began at 
Farrell's Landing near Castleford on the Ottawa 
River - linking several wilderness routes along the 
way to an unceremonious end north of Barry's Bay 


What was once an arduous journey that took 
weeks, is today a relaxing daytrip that the whole 
family will enjoy. Along the ‘Line,’ many of the 
original log barns are still filled each summer with 
hay and grain harvested from the small fields. The 
remnants of the great hardwood forest still cloak 
the hills and stand cheek by jow! with areas of 
cultivated land separated by fences of stone. And 
while many of the once-bustling communities are 
now relative ghost towns, the spirit of adventure 
that attracted our pioneers remains. 


Offering breathtaking scenery all year round, it 
is in autumn that this corner of the Ottawa Valley, 
with its blend of hillside deciduous and coniferous 
forests turns glorious - a natural tapestry of reds, 
golds and greens.

FORGOTTEN TRAILS 


Muskoka in the south and the remote 
wilderness of the north, the Almaquin Highlands 
are overflowing with natural wonders and 
historical lore from which a legacy of forgotten 
trails has emerged. The ‘Forgotten Trails’ are a 
network of trails that follow the footsteps of the 
first inhabitants of the area, including the Huron, 
Objibway and Algonquin aboriginal tribes. 


‘Forgotten Trails’ signs are posted along the 
route. Driving tours are indicated with a car 
symbol. Hiking and Cycling routes are also 
indicated by sign. Map and guidebook are 
available.

Its beautiful location on the sandy shores of 
Wabigoon Lake makes it a natural attraction to 
boaters, anglers and water sport enthusiasts. 


Drive south from Dryden, along the newly 
opened Manitou Road. This road, also known as 
Hwy. 502, offers some of the most rugged scenery 
along the Mississippi River Parkway. For the most 
part, the road is cut through unspoiled virgin bush 
territory and offers the traveller a fascinating 
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contrast to more developed sections of the Great ;
